The ex-wife's counsel dramaticaliy 
told of a third person in the Dennis- 
toun triangle, “a certain Gen. X., now 
dead,” with whom it is alleged the 
colonel’s lady entered into most inti- 
mate relations in order to secure her 
husband’s promotion, including ap- 
pointment as secretary to the governor 
of Jamaica. JLater the colonel gave 
his wife advice on how to hold the 
general’s love. 

After their divorce the former Mrs. 
Dennistoun married a distinguished 
Spaniard, while the colonel married 
the widow of Lord Carnarvon, discov- 
erer of Tut-Ankh-Amen’s tomb. 

Heart throbbing letters of the Den- 
nistouns were read in court. The col- 
onel called himself a “big tiger in a 
cage of iron bars,” while he called her 
a “very tiny, small brown mouse.” 


How He Met Lady Carnarvon. 

In December, 1921, six months after 
securing an absolute divorce in a 
French court, Mrs. Dennistoun asked 
her former husband to take some 
things left at a Paris hotel to Lady 
Carnarvon, whose guest she hag been 
in Egypt. The colonel thus met Lady 
Carnarvon, fell in love with her, and 
married her after Lord Carnarvon's 
death.

only a few cubic feet of helium in the 
whole world. It was a chemical! curios- 
ity worth $1,500 a cubic foot. To have 
filed the gigantic dirigibles Shenan- 
doah and Los Angeles at that price, 
even had there been enough of this 
gas at that time, would have 
cost the tidy sum of approximately 
$6,750,000,000. 
Due to the development of helium 
production by the government since 


| then, the gas has dropped in price from 


$1,500 to approximately 60 cents a 


| cubic foot. This, many experts argue, 


is enough in itself to justify the money 
expended by the government in airship 
experiments, And yet it is estimated 
that this valuable gas, upon which this 
nation has a world monopoly, is being 
wusted at the rate of 500,000,000 cubic 
feet a year. 


A Wonder Among Gases. 

What is helium and what is it good 
for? How is it produced? These are 
fair questions for the taxpayer to ask 
Helium is a gas that is absolutely inert. 
It is colorless, odorless, and tasteless. 
It is harmless to the human system. 
It is absolutely noninflammable. That 
is what makes it so valuable as a lift- 
ing power for balloons. It cannot be 
set on fire by incendiary and explosive 
bullets. It has a lifting power only 
8 or 10 per cent less then hvdrogen, 
the highly inflammable gas used by 
foreign powers fn their dirigibles. 

Helium is a byproduct of natural gas. 
But all natural gas does not contain 
helium in sufficient quantities to make 
its extraction profitable. In fact, it is 
often found in largest quantities in 
those fields in which the BTU is so ‘low 
as to render the gas almost valueless 
for heating and lighting purposes. The 
extraction of the helium from the gas 
does not injure it for commercial pur- 
poses, but rather improves it. 


Present Plant in Texas. 


The present helium plant, operated 
privately under government supervi- 
sion, is located near Fort Worth, Tex., 
on a pipe line from a gas field at Pe 
trolia, about 104 miles to the north. 
The gas is metered into the plant and 
then out again, the government paying 
for the small] percentage of loss result- 
ing from the extraction of helium. The 


i hejium is taken off by cooling the gas 


and putting it under pressure. 

“ Helium, after extraction, comes out 
with about 50 to 65 per cent of purity,” 
said Capt. E. S. Land, U.8S.N. “It is 
then reprocessed and purified, raising 
the purity to as high as 93 or 95, and 
even 97 per cent. It is then stored in 
cylinders of about 12 to 15 incher in 


diameter and about 4 feet long, at a! 


of helium. These cylinders meet with 
the traffic regulations of the govern- 
ment. and are so passed. They are 
shipped by water or rail to Lakehurst, 


|and stored there. In addition, Admiral 


Moffett has authorized a new process of 
storing hellum. We have a centainer 
that resembles a big gun, a tremen- 
dously long, hollow steel casing. We 
can store about 400,000 cubic feet in ten 
of these cylinders. They are placed un- 


'derground, aré easily cared for, and can 


be tapped off at any time.” 


How It Is Transported. 

A tank car also has been devised, 
costing between $85,000 and $100,000, 
which can transport from 160,000 to 
200,000 cubic feet of helium under 2 000 


pounds pressure. 


The field near Petrolia, Tex., how- 
ever, is pretty nearly exhausted and 
plans are being made to connect the 
present pipe line with the Nacona field, 
about thirty miles away. It is esti- 


| mated the Nacona field will produce 


enough helium for military purposes 
for the next twenty years. 

The President already has set aside 
a helium resefve in Utah and a bil! is 


‘now pending in congress authorizing 
‘the secretary of the interior to ac- 


quire other gas lands to be turned 
over to the bureau of mines for op- 
eration. It has been decided that the 
best and most economic policy of stor- 
ing helium for emergency purposes is 


| to leave it in the ground. 
‘ ‘The bill referred to also forbids the 


exportation of helium without the spe- 
cial consent of the President and the 
secretaries of the interior, war and 
navy. 

Aside from its use in dirigibles, 
helium may be employed to advantage 
in other ways. It is valuable for the 
inflation of observation balloons. The 
observers during the war in these bal- 
loons were compelled to leap to safety 
with parachutes whenever an enemy 
plane got within striking distance be 
cause of the great inflammability of 
the hydrogen with which they were 
filled. 

Then, too, it has been found that 
helium is of great help in deep sea 
diving and in aiding workmen who 
labor under pressure, as in the tubes 
under the Hudson river. These work- 
ers, as well as deep sea divers, are 
often stricken with a malady known as 
“the bends.” It has been found that 
by using helium itn place of nitrogen 
in the air forced down to these work- 
ers this malady can be eliminated. Ex- 
periments are also being made looking 
toward the use of helium in the manu- 
facture of electric light Bulbs. These 
have not yet reached successful 
fruition.
